It appears certain that ajy mail was interfered with and that one restat was to 
^och publication in England, Soiae mail was long delayed, coating me a contract because 
the publisher ites in the interim fed nisinformation. Other_aail was neither delivered 
for returned. I sent the chapters of my aecratid book to my London agent as I wrote thaa. 
He did not get a single chapter I sent hy first-class mail. For a time when publioatioi 
where the press is supposedly free I tried Czechoiiavakia and East Germany sft from what 
is public it would se^ that my mail was intercepted. 

I have no way of knowing if I sm was on the anti^-war imtch list your canaittee 
looked into but the ClA has me in its anti-war file because th^ did deliver a record 
from it. 

Some of these things may show in your ccamaittee's files. If they do and there is 
no requirement of secrecy I*d appreciate copies so I can use them to establish more ntm- 
oompliance than I now can. 

^ i have no proof I do believe that the real inspiration for the Sepsrtmeat of 
Justioe a promises of a new King assasaiaatiaa investigatiCMa (as diatinguisliad from 
L«Ti‘s several promises of inveatigatLons of Hoover’s abuse of Sing and the non- 
questiim, did the FBI kill him) stom from my perseverance in court (C.A.75-1996) for 
the suppressed evidence. I have enou^ now to leave no doubt of the deliberateness of 
the covoxap and that it was from the first intended. We’ve had two 
each of which unkspt promises were made to the jydge and us. lEhe next one is set for 
Hay 5.
